On Sept. 1 we ook 200 sheep on a
large tract of poor land which had not
been thus pastured nEny  years.
I'eed was plentifuol, such as it was, bul
the water was bad., After tryiug tur a
time to keep them alive voder such
conditions, it beecame impossible, so
they then commenced to hanl well wa-
ter and give it in troughs. From that
time they wonld driulk twelve barrels
a day, and the improvemest in their
condition was marvelous. I have scen
those sheep stand up 4o their bodies
panting in sulphur water and
would uat Jdrink it. The farmers round
said it was the water for their
Lorscs amd eattle. I doubt it. 1 once
saw a fleelk the owner was watering
out of a stinking cistern. Ile said they
drank it all right. 1 did not contradict
him, but I never saw sheep ob such
good paslure look so bad.

Deets Displace Sheep.

A report from Colorado says that
ithere is not more than 40 per cent of
ithe usual number of sheep on feed in
the northern part of that state this
year, the extremely dry weather of last
year and the high price of grain and
bhay having kept many ranchers from
feedinz. The increased demand for
sugar beets and the amount of land
which bas and will be devoted to this
industry will encroach on the land here-
tofore given to the raising of alfalfa.
IF'or this reason few sheep will be seen
on ihe raoge in the future.
